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Brief  History 

Upwards  of  twenty  years  ago  several  of  our  large-hearted 
Brethren,  having  a  love  for  the  young  people  and  an  interest 
in  their  advancement  educationally,  decided  that  a  school  was 
needed  on  the  Pacific  coast  where  the  Brethren's  children  and 
other's  as  well,  might  be  permitted  to  secure  an  education 
under  environments  as  free  as  possible  from  the  objectionable 
worldly   amusements    and    organizations. 

Among  these  brethren  we  find  the  names  of  David  Kuns, 
Henry  Kuns,  Daniel  Houser  and   Samuel   Overholtzer. 

As  one  becomes  acquainted  with  the  history  of  Lordsburg 
College  he  is  reminded  of  his  own  life,  a  succession  of  gains 
and  losses,  and  as  is  usual  in  our  lives,  more  gains  than 
losses. 

Today  Lordsburg  College  stands  as  a  monument  of  honor 
to  the  men  who  gave  so  much  of  their  lives  and  their  living 
that  not  only  their  children  but  ours  might  enjoy  and  be 
benefitted   by   their   seed    sowing. 

As  the  years  went  by,  other  men  came  forward  and  took 
the  places  of  our  fathers  in  the  activities  of  the  school,  ever 
keeping  the  one  thought  uppermost  in  mind,  viz:  That  this 
school  must  belong  to  the  church.  In  harmony  with  this 
original  purpose  the  property,  including  eighteen  acres  of  land 
in  the  center  of  Lordsburg,  was  donated  to  The  Church  of 
the  Brethren  of  the  District  of  Southern  California  and  Arizona, 
to  be  used  exclusively  for  educational  purposes.  On  March  26, 
1908,  at  Inglewood,  Cal.,  the  District  Meeting  of  said  District 
unanimously  accepted  the  donation  and  assumed  control  of  the 
institution,  elected  a  Board  of  Trustees,  who  immediately 
organized    and    proceeded    to    carry    forward    the    work. 

It  has  been  and  is  the  purpose  of  the  Trustees  to  have  the 
school  conducted  in  harmony  with  the  principles  of  The  Church 
of  the  Brethren.  The  Bible  is  the  best  book  in  the  school 
and  the  Bible  Department  is  a  credit  to  the  institution  and 
the   Church. 

LOCATION 

The  location  of  the  school  is  ideal.  In  a  land  of  sunshine 
and  flowers,  balmy  air  and  beautiful  sky,  where  one  feels 
more  intensely  the  joy  of  existence  than  anywhere  else  in  all 
the  earth,   why  not  say  the  location   is  ideal. 
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Nowhere  in  all  this  favored  land  is  nature  more  lavish 
with  her  gifts  than  in  the  San  Gabriel  valley,  and  nowhere 
in  the  valley  than  in  the  picturesque  city  of  Lordsburg. 

Snow  capped  mountains  during  the  larger  part  of  the  year 
form  a  beautiful  background  to  the  vast  acreage  of  orange  and 
lemon  groves  which  spread  out  like  a  great  green  mantle 
reaching  from  the  city  residence  section  to  the  foothills  both 
to    the    north    and    east. 

The  altitude  of  the  town  is  about  eleven  hundred  feet,  and 
the    air    is   pure   and    healthful. 

There  are  no  places  of  evil  resort  in  Lordsburg.  Being  free 
from  the  evil  influences  of  the  saloon  and  pool  room,  the  place 
becomes  a  charming  home  for  an  educational  institution  and 
an  ideal  place  for  parents  to  send  their  children  to  school, 
knowing  that  the  best  possible  influence  will  be  thrown  about 
them  while  they  are  securing  their  education. 

RAILROAD   AND   MAIL  FACILITIES 

Two  transcontinental  lines  pass  through  Lordsburg,  the 
Southern  Pacific  and  the  Santa  Fe,  and  the  depots  are  within 
a  few  minutes'  walk  of  the  College.  These  roads  give  ample 
railroad  and  mail  service.  At  Pomona  the  Southern  Pacific 
makes   connection   with   the   Salt   Lake   railroad. 

Students  coming  from  the  east  via  the  Santa  Fe  may  have 
any  train  stopped  at  Lordsburg.  Those  coming  from  the  east 
either  via  the  Salt  Lake  or  Southern  Pacific  will  change  cars 
at  Pomona.  All  coming  from  the  north  will  change  at  Los 
Angeles. 

SOME    SPECIAL    ADVANTAGES 

Lordsburg  College  furnishes  some  special  advantages  aside 
from  its  regular  courses  of  study,  such  as  religious,  literary 
and  social  privileges.  Religious  services,  such  as  Sunday  School, 
mid-week  prayer  meeting,  young  peoples'  meetings,  and  two 
preaching  services  each  Lord's  Day  afford  the  best  advantages 
for  the  cultivation  of  the  spiritual   nature. 

Another  of  our  advantages  is  the  climate.  Being  about 
forty  miles  from  the  ocean,  we  have  sea  breezes  which  temper 
the  hot  days  and  make  living  a  delight  both  day  and  night. 

Persons  desiring  to  escape  the  rigors  of  the  colder  climates 
will  find  a  congenial  home  in  Lordsburg,  and  many  are  accept- 
ing of  this  advantage  by  locating  here  where  they  can  enjoy 
both  the  true  art  of  living  and  educate  their  children. 
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BUILDING 

The  college  building  is  a  fine  specimen  of  architectural 
beauty.  It  has  a  south  front  of  183  feet,  a  west  wing  of  189 
feet,  and  an  east  wing  of  109  feet,  each  of  which  has  three 
stories  of  dormitories  and  class  rooms  and  without  undue 
crowding  the  building  would  accomodate  three  hundred  students. 

The  rooms  are  large  and  commodious,  having  spacious 
built-in  wardrobes,  and  every  facility  for  ventilation.  Many 
are  arranged  in  suites,  affording  a  beautiful  reception  room 
with  an  adjoining  bedroom.  Many  of  the  rooms  have  been 
newly  papered  and  the  woodwork  newly  varnished. 

A  steam  heating  plant  has  been  recently  installed,  which 
adds  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  students. 

There  are  toilet  and  bath  rooms  on  every  floor. 

A  large  library  room  furnished  with  reading  tables,  where 
many  of  the  best  magazines  are  available  for  the  students,  is 
one    of    the    helpful    adjuncts    of    the    college. 

Here  a  growing  collection  of  useful  books  is  kept  for  the 
use  of  those  attending  college.  Students  also  have  access  to 
the  city  library,  only  a  block  from  the  college,  which  gives 
them  an  opportunity  to  do  much  supplementary  reading  with 
no   expense. 

The  chemical  and  physical  laboratories  are  equipped  with 
the  necessary  apparatus  for  making  the  usual  demonstrations 
and   experiments  of  the   science   work. 
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Purpose  of  the  Institution 

The  purpose  of  Lordsburg  College  is  to  offer  and  to  give 
to  the  young  people  of  our  own  Church  and  to  the  young 
people  in  general  an  opportunity  to  secure  an  education  in  an 
institution  where  the  moral  and  spiritual  life  is  taken  into 
account  as  well  as  the  physical  and  intellectual.  Because  of 
the  present  trend  of  social  affairs,  which  in  many  places  and  in 
many  schools  has  a  tendency  to  detract  from  if  not  to  wholly 
destroy  respect  for  God's  word  and  Christianity,  it  is  surely 
needful  that  parents  take  into  account  the  formative  period 
of  the  lives  of  their  children.  The  school  life  with  its  associa- 
tions and  influences,  is  far  reaching.  It  is  in  school  that  the 
young  men  and  women  mingle  together  in  their  associations  and 
studies,  that  they  are  made  to  know  their  worth  to  the  world 
and  their  lives  are  shaped  by  their  environment  in  a  large 
degree. 

What  shall  these  associations  and  environments  be?  Our 
purpose  is  to  make  these  as  near  ideal   as  is  possible. 

It  is  the  aim  of  all  who  have  the  directing  of  the  affairs 
of  Lordsburg  College  to  keep  the  environment  wholesome  and 
the  associations  clean  and  pure.  It  should  be  remembered  that 
it  is  only  amid  such  surroundings  that  our  young  people  can 
develop  into  the  most  useful  citizens  for  both  the  state  and 
church.  Our  purpose,  in  short,  then,  is  to  supply  a  real  need 
for  the  best  interest  of  our  people  and   our  Church. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  standards  of  social  life  and  conduct  at  Lordsburg 
College  are  those  which  belong  to  well  bred  people  everywhere. 
When  young  people  apply  for  admission  to  the  College,  it  is 
assumed  that  they  are  treated  and  trusted  as  such,  until  they 
show  themselves  unworthy  of  the  trust.  If  a  student  shows  a 
disposition  not  to  fall  in  line  with  the  high  standard  of  conduct 
which  prevails,  he  is  admonished.  If  he  persists,  he  cannot 
remain   in  the   institution. 

The  reformation  of  young  people  of  vicious  habits  is  a 
noble  work,  but  it  is  not  compatible  with  the  purpose  and  ideals 
of  Lordsburg  College.  The  best  interests  of  its  constituency 
demand  that  its  opportunities  should  be  open  to  ladies  and 
gentlemen  only. 

The  patronage  of  those  who  want  a  "good  time"  is  not 
solicited,     When  the  presence  of  such  is  discovered,  they  must 
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choose  quickly  between  a  change  of  program  and  a  departure 
to  other  climes.  To  all  who  mean  business  and  want  the  largest 
returns  for  time  and  money  expended,  we  extend  a  hearty  wel- 
come and  promise  you  the  best  service  that  is  in  our  power 
to  give. 

Visitors,  parents  and  guardians  are  welcome  at  any  time 
to  inspect  the  work,  general  advantages  and  surroundings  of 
the  institution,  and  as  such  are  considered  the  guests  of  the 
College.  No  requests  of  parents  for  special  privileges  will  be 
granted,  that  conflict  with  the  regulations  made  by  the  Faculty. 

The  playing  of  cards,  use  of  tobacco,  improper  language 
and  all  like  habits  are  forbidden.  If,  after  a  fair  trial,  the 
student  persists  in  such  evil  habits,  he  will  be  dismissed  from 
the  school,  thereby  forfeiting  his  privileges  to  the  institution, 
and    tuition    paid    for    the    unexpired    term. 

Each  student  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  breakage  of 
furniture  or  defacing  the  building  in  any  way.  A  deposit  of 
three  dollars  will  be  required  of  every  student  upon  enrolling. 
Upon  the  return  of  the  key,  if  everything  is  in  its  proper  con- 
dition, the  full  deposit  will  be  returned.  No  tuition  fees  will  be 
refunded  except  in   case  of  sickness   or  unavoidable  absence. 

Punctuality,  and  careful  observance  of  the  study  hours,  are 
required  of  all  students.  All  excuses  for  absence  from  school 
or  from  recitation  must  be  signed  by  the  President.  Students 
coming  from  other  schools  should  bring  certificates  of  good 
moral  character, '  and  an  itemized  list  of  studies,  with  grades 
given.  Diplomas  based  on  scholarship  alone,  will  not  be  granted; 
deportment  will  also  play  an  important  part. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday  School  and 
Church   services  on   each   Lord's   Day. 

Work  in  the  Literary  Society  will  be  required  in  connection 
with  all  the  departments  of  the  College.  The  benefits  derived 
therefrom  are  so  obvious  that  all  should  endeavor  to  participate 
whenever   opportunity   may   be   had. 

Students  should  always  bring  with  them  necessary  blankets 
an  1  towels,  and  whatever  will  contribute  to  the  beauty  and 
comfort  of  their  rooms.  Text-books,  stationery,  etc.,  may  be 
bought  at  the  College  bookroom.  Students  will  find  it  to  their 
advantage  to  bring  such  books  as  may  be  used  for  reference. 

Reports  will  be  sent  to  parents  or  guardians  of  the  general 
deportment  and  work  done  each  semester.  The  term  reports 
include  grades,  attendance  at  class,  chapel,  Sunday  School  and 
Church.  Unexcused  absence  from  the  above  will  be  taken  from 
the    deportment,    not    because    the    student    has    done    something 
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deserving  of  censure,  but  for  not  doing  something  meriting 
approval.  It  is  desired  that  the  student  should  he  trained  to  the 
acquisition  of  the  best  habits.  Punctuality  and  carefulness  in 
detail,  as  well  as  in  principle,  are  not  the  least  of  good  habits. 

The  teachers  and  officers  of  Lordsburg  College  expect  that 
the  young  people  who  are  entrusted  to  their  care  will  behave 
as  ladies  and  gentlemen.  Those  who  come  to  the  College  only 
for  pleasure  or  to  have  a  "good  time"  are  not  desired  as 
students,  for  the  standard  of  life  is  high.  We  want  young 
people  here  who  will  do  good  solid  work,  who  will  conform  to 
the  few  simple  and  necessary  rules  and  who  will  conduct  them- 
selves always  according  to  the  ordinary  standards  of  social  life. 

To  all  who  come  with  a  hearty  desire  to  better  themselves, 
to  gain  an  education  that  will  fit  them  for  the  battle  of  life,  we 
extend  a  hearty  welcome  and  will  do  the  best  we  can  to  help 
them.  If  a  student  fails  to  come  up  to  the  standard  of  the 
school,  if  he  proves  by  his  conversation  and  behavior  that  he  is 
not  a  fit  associate  for  the  other  young  people,  he  will  be  dis- 
missed, as  the  best  interests  of  the  College  demand  that  its 
privileges  should  be  available  only  to  ladies  and  gentlemen. 
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Student  Activities 

As  is  usual,  in  a  school  of  this  kind,  there  are  various 
organizations  by  which  the  energies  of  the  student  body  are 
expressed  and  directed. 

A  student  needs  a  certain  amount  of  exercise  in  public 
speaking  in  order  to  develope  a  confidence  in  himself  and  an 
ability  to  think  and  speak  before  the  public.  To  supply  this 
need  there  is  a  student  organization — the  Occidental  Literary 
Society.  Each  Saturday  evening  this  society  renders  a  program 
which  consists  chiefly  of  literary  and  musical  productions.  The 
standard  of  these  programs  has  been  such  that  the  society  has 
been  able  to  command  the  appreciation  of  the  public,  so  that 
the  participants  in  every  program  have  been  greeted  with  a 
well  filled  hall.  Special  programs,  given  occasionally,  add  to 
the  interest  and  popularity  of  the  society. 

Several  societies  have  been  organized  as  an  expression  of 
the  religious  spirit  which  characterizes  the  school.  One  of  these 
organizations  is  the  College  Christian  League,  which  gives  a 
program  each  month  in  the  College  Auditorium.  These  programs 
are  of  a  religious  nature.  The  students  are  thus  benefitted  not 
only  by  being  kept  in  touch  with  such  religious  meetings,  but 
also    by    arranging    and    conducting    them. 

Separate  devotional  meetings  are  held  each  week  by  the 
young  men  and  women,  in  which  Bible  lessons  are  used  and 
questions  discussed  that  will  be  especially  helpful  in  the 
student    life. 

There  is  also  the  Volunteer  Mission  Band,  which,  beside  its 
regular  weekly  devotional  meetings,  with  the  College  Christian 
League,  occasionally  renders  special  Missionary  programs  in  the 
several  adjoining  congregations.  Its  members  receive  much 
spiritual  strength  in  such  services  as  well  as  being  able  to 
assist  in  stimulating  the  Missionary  spirit  of  the  Churches.  The 
Band  also  gives  special  attention  to  personal  work,  both  in 
their  own  work  and  in  their  effort  to  direct  others.  Atten- 
tion is  given  by  the  Band  to  the  arrangement  of  social  song 
and  prayer  services  for  the  sick  and  shut-ins  of  the  community. 

Social  Life  An  effort  is  made  to  develop  the  social  side  of 
every  student's  character.  During  the  year  occasional  social 
functions  are  held  in  which  there  is  a  helpful  mingling  of 
students  and  Faculty. 
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ATHLETICS 

Three  open  blocks  in  addition  to  the  regular  campus  afford 
ample  room  for  outdoor  athletics.  Tennis  is  the  favorite  recre- 
ation for  many  of  the  students.  There  are  two  splendid  courts 
close  to  the  college  building  and  more  can  be  added  as  needed. 
These,  with  the  basketball  court,  croquet  grounds  and  baseball 
diamond  offer  a  good  variety  of  healthful  athletics. 

Our  climate  is  such  that  there  are  very  few  days  in  the 
year  in  which  one  cannot  enjoy  these  outdoor  games.  The 
physical  development  which  these  exercises  produce  is  one  of  the 
large  factors  in  building  a  physique  which  renders  hard  mental 
application  a  possibility  as  well  as  a  pleasure.  Athletics  are 
not  an  end  in  themselves,  but  a  means  to  an  end.  A  sound 
mind  in  a  sound  body  is  the  end  sought.  ,  Self-control  under 
trying  circumstances  and  a  due  regard  for  the  rights  of 
opponents  teach  some  of  life's  hardest  lessons  and  make  our  boys 
and   girls  more  manly  and  womanly. 
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Academic 

The  Academic  work  of  Lordsburg  College  has  been  recently 
accredited  by  the  University  of  California  and  graduates  from 
the  courses  offered  in  this  department  are  prepared  to  enter 
into  the  regular  college  courses  of  the  State  schools.

ENGLISH 

In  the  English  Department  the  work  is  sound  and  logical, 
aiming  for  the  best  mental  development  of  the  student,  teach- 
ing him  to  express  himself  clearly  in  writing.  Special  effort  is 
made  to  prevent  that  careless  habit  of  reading,  which  results 
in  a  vague  understanding  of  what  is  read.  Throughout  the 
course,  the  student's  knowledge  of  literature  is  gained  by  read- 
ing the  works  of  good  authors.  Thoroughness  and  quality, 
rather  than  quantity,   are  fully  emphasized. 

ACADEMIC 

(a)  In  the  first  year,  a  review  of  grammar  is  given,  then 
the  study  of  Rhetoric  is  taken  up  in  its  simpler  forms,  using 
for  a  textbook  Emerson  and  Lockwood's  Rhetoric.  This  work 
is  supplemented  by  weekly  compositions,  short  themes  written 
in  class,  and  readings  from  standard  English  classics,  five 
hours  a  week. 

(b)  In  the  second  year  Herrick  and  Damon's  Advanced 
Rhetoric  is  used,  with  constant  theme  writing  and  class  exer- 
cises. The  study  of  Rhetoric  is  concluded  this  year,  although 
in  the  third  and  fourth  years,  theme  writing  is  still  continued, 
also  the  reading  and  critical  study  of  English  Authors,  five 
hours    per   week. 

(c)  In  the  third  year  a  study  of  American  literature  is 
given  with  appropriate  reading  of  the  best  American  authors. 
Five    hours    per    week. 

(d)  In  the  fourth  year  a  complete  and  thorough  study 
of  English  Literature  is  taken  up.   Five  hours  a  week. 

For  the  second  and  third  year  a  class  is  held  for  the  study 
of  Greek  Myths.  The  readings  required  by  the  University  of 
California   are   covered   during  the   four   years  of   English   study. 

COLLEGIATE 

(a)  A  critical  and  advanced  study  of  English  Authors. 
Three    hours. 

(b)  A  complete  study  of  six  of  Shakespeare's  plays. 
Three    hours. 

HISTORY 

Four   courses   are   offered    in   this   department: 

(a)  In  the  first  year,  Myer's  Ancient  History  and  Myer's 
History  of  Greece  and  Rome  are  the  text-books  used.  Five 
hours   per   week.  * 

(b)  In  the  second  year  Myers  "Medieval  and  Modern 
History"    is   taught. 
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(c)  In  the  third  year,  English  History,  using  Montgom- 
ery's English  History  as  a  text-book.     Three  hours  per  week. 

(d)  American   History  and   Civics.      Five  hours  per  week. 

The  purpose  of  these  courses  is  to  study  the  general  move- 
ments of  political,  religious,  educational,  industrial  and  social 
life,  and  to  give  some  insight  into  the  nature  of  history  and  its 
problems.  To  this  end  maps  are  drawn  and  historical  geog- 
raphy is  held  to  be  an  important  part  of  the  work;  notebooks 
are  kept;  and  pictures  and  photographs  are  used  for  illustra- 
tions; the  student  is  required  to  bring  class  reports  on  dif- 
ferent subjects  and  collateral  reading  is  given  in  connection 
with  the  various  topics. 

The  course  in  English  History  is  intended  to  prepare  for 
subsequent  courses  in  English  Literature  and  advanced  United 
States    History. 

COLLEGIATE 

(a)  Constitutional  History  of  England.  A  study  of  the 
origin,  development  of  the  English  Nation  and  of  the  British 
Empire.      Three  periods. 

(b)  The  Rennaissance  and  Reformation.  From  the  four- 
teenth Century  through  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV.  The  extension 
of  commerce  and  era  of  discovery;  the  industrial  revolution; 
the  intellectual  and  spiritual  awakening  of  Europe.  Three 
periods. 

GERMAN 

(a)  The  first  course  in  German  consists  of  a  thorough 
drill  in  pronunciation,  writing  in  German  script,  the  memoriz- 
ing of  poetry,  the  use  of  easy  colloquial  sentences  and  the 
principles  of  elementary  syntax.  Five  periods.  Texts,  Span- 
hoofd's  Lehrbuch  der  deutschen  Sprache,  Glueck  Auf,  Geschich- 
ten  von  Rhein,  von  Stern  and  Storm's  Immensee  are  read  dur- 
ing the  year. 

(b)  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  two-fold.  One  is  the 
reproduction  of  oral  and  written  prose,  with  a  drill  along  a 
widening  range  of  syntax  and  idiom,  and  the  other  is  transla- 
tion. Five  periods.  Wesselhaeft's  Prose  Composition,  Siedel's 
Lebrecht  Huhnchen,  Gerstacker's  Germelshausen,  Schiller's  Der 
Neffe  als  Onikel,   Fouque's  Undine,   Scholler's  Wilhelm  Tell. 

LATIN 

The  following  courses  in  Latin  are  arranged  with  the  aim 
of  giving  the  student   a   systematic   knowledge   of   the   language 
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and  its  development;  an  acquaintance  with  the  representative 
authors  of  Latin  literature;  insight  into  the  life,  culture,  and 
civilization  of  ancient  Rome. 

(a)  First  year,  five  periods  per  week. 

Smith  and  Laing's  "First  Latin  Lessons."  Thorough  drill 
in   prose   composition   throughout   the   year. 

(b)  Second  year,  Caesar,  five  periods  per  week.  Allen  and 
Greenough's  "Caesar,"  books  I. -IV.  Supplementary  reading  in 
Viri  Romae,  and  Nepos.  Sight  reading.  One  period  per  week 
in  prose  composition  based  on  work  read.  Text  D.  Doge,  Allen 
and    Greenough's    Latin    Grammar. 

(c)  Third  year.  Cicero,  five  periods  per  week.  Allen 
and  Greenough's  "Selected  Orations  of  Cicero."  Six  orations. 
Sight  translation.      Prose  composition  one  period  per  week. 

(d)  Fourth  year,  Virgil,  five  periods  per  week.  Green- 
ough  and  Kittridge's  Virgil  Books  I.-IV.  Sight  translation.  Sup- 
plementary  reading   from    Ovid.    Mythology. 

GREEK 

(a)  Elementary  Greek,  five  periods  per  week.  Gleason's 
"Greek  Primer",  Moss  "FirstGreek  Reader."  Study  of  gram- 
matical  forms,    inflections   and   principles   of   Syntax. 

(b)  Second  year,  five  periods  per  week.  Goodwin's 
"Anabasis"  Books  I.-IV.  Supplementary  reading.  Pearson's 
"Greek  Prose  Composition",  one  period  per  week.  Attention 
is  paid  to  the  influence  of  Greek  upon  Latin  and  English. 
Goodwin's  Greek  Grammar. 

(c)  Third  year,  five  periods  per  week.  Wescott  and  Hart's 
"New  Testament  with  Vocabulary."  This  coruse  is  a  possible 
substitute  for    (b). 

MATHEMATICS 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  develop  the  student  in  the 
power  to  think  clearly  and  logically.  It  further  proposes  to 
lay  a  broad  foundation  for  advanced  courses  in  mathematics 
and   the   technical   sciences. 

(a)  Elementary  Algebra.  As  this  work  is  the  foundation 
of  all  subsequent  work  in  mathematics,  emphasis  is  placed  upon 
the  fundamental  concept  and  the  development  of  the  equation. 
Five   periods'  per   week. 

Text,  Slaught  and  Lenne's  Algebra  for  Secondary  Schools. 

(b)  Algebra.  This  course  is  a  continuation  of  the  preced- 
ing  course,   beginning   with   quadratic   the   equation   and    includ- 
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ing    such    subjects    as    Binomial    Theorem    and    the    Series.    Five 
periods. 

(c)  Geometry.  Wentworth's  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry 
will  be  used  as  the  basis  of  work.  Beside  the  theorem  out- 
lined therein,  many  exercises  are  studied,  thus  giving  ample 
opportunity  for  development  and  independence  of  thought  in 
the  individual  student.  Five  periods  for  three  semesters,  two 
semesters  being  devoted  to  Plane  Geometry  and  one  to  Solid. 

(d)  Higher  Arithmetic.  This  course  is  essential.  One 
cannot  get  too  much  of  practical  Arithmetic.  This  course 
treats  of  special  short  methods  of  handling  problems.  Five 
periods  one  semester.     Text,  Beeman  and  Smith. 

(e)  Trigonometry.  The  fundamental  principles  of  the 
subject  are  developed  and  applied  to  trigonometric  deductions 
and  to  the  solution  of  triangles.  Five  periods  one  semester. 
Text,    Wentworth's   Plane   and   Spherical    Trigonometry. 

SCIENCE 

(a)  Physical  Geograhpy.  This  course  lays  a  foundation 
for  later  geological  study  and  calls  attention  to  the  forces  now 
affecting  the  earth's  crust.  The  earth  is  considered  as  a  chang- 
ing celestial  body  and  a  constant  effort  is  made  to  show  the 
influence  of  these   changes  upon  the  activities  of   mankind. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  construction  and  use  of 
contour  maps.  During  the  year  a  series  of  simple  experiments, 
performed  to  demonstrate  the  forces  at  work  in  nature.  Occa- 
sional field  trips  offer  opportunity  to  study  the  splendid  variety 
of  physiographic  forms  accessible  to  our  school. 

(b)  Botany.  A  general  study  of  the  life  processes, 
functions  and  adaptations  of  plants.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon 
Plant  Physiology  and  Ecology.  Field  work  and  laboratory 
work  are  made  the  basis  of  recitation.      Five   periods. 

(c)  Physics.  The  aim  is  a  thorough  understanding  of 
the  fundamental  *  laws  of  matter  in  motion,  with  a  general 
treatment  of  Sound,  Light,  Heat,  Electricity  and  Magnetism. 
The  equipment  is  a  Crowell  Cabinet,  which  is  very  complete, 
affording  apparatus  sufficient  for  practical  experimenting  in  all 
branches  of  the  work.  Five  periods.  Text,  Carhart  and  Chute, 
and  manual  for  experimenting. 

(d)  Chemistry.  The  nature  and  properties  of  the  common 
chemical  elements;  the  study  and  application  of  the  fundamental 
laws  and  theories  concerning  their  combination  and  the  consti- 
tution of  inorganic  compounds.  A  considerable  amount  of 
laboratory  work  is  required  in  this  course.  Five  periods.  Texts, 
to  be  selected. 
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Bible  Department 

The  design  of  the  Bible  Department  is  to  furnish  a  thor- 
ough, practical  training  for  those  who  wish  to  develop  their 
spiritual   powers  to   do   more  effective   Christian   work. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  equip  those  who  enter  this 
department  for  the  various  lines  of  Christian  work.  To  this 
end  the  courses  have  been  especially  arranged  to  meet  the 
needs  of  Ministers,  Sunday  School  Teachers,  Missionaries,  and 
all  Christians  desiring  to  win  souls  for,  and  build  up  souls  in  Christ. 
Believing  that  the  word  of  God  is  the  only,  final,  and  sufficient 
rule  of  faith  and  practice,  the  endeavor  is  to  lead  the  student 
into  the  truth  just  as  it  is  revealed  in  the  Bible,  which  is  made 
the   basis    of   all    our   study. 

DESCRIPTION  OF   WORK 

1.  Biblical  Introduction.  In  this  course  such  topics  are 
included  as  Canon,  principles  of  interpretation,  the  inspiration 
of  the  Scripture,  the  transmission  of  the  written  word,  author- 
ship, date  of  writing,  design  and  contents  of  the  various  books. 

2.  Synthetic  Study  of  the  Bible.  In  this  course  the  student 
is  required  to  read  consecutively  the  whole  Bible,  considering  each 
book  in  its  relation  to  the  other  books  of  the  Bible  as  a  whole 
and  gathering  the  larger  facts  and  events  of  each  book. 

3.  Bible  Literature.  The  ability  to  grasp  the  central 
theme  and  to  separate  a  book  into  its  logical  divisions  regard- 
less of  its  chapter  and  verse  divisions,  is  one  of  the  essentials 
of  proper  interpretation.  In  this  course  a  careful  analysis 
of  each  book  is  made  with  a  view  of  exhibiting  the  various 
truths  of  the  writer  as  related  to  each  other. 

4.  Bible  Literature.  This  is  a  course  covering  thoroughly 
the  various  scriptural  doctrines  as  revealed  in  the  Bible.  The 
effort  being  to  discover  just  what  the  scriptures  teach  on  the  vari- 
ous subjects  considered.  The  subjects  considered  in  this  course 
are:  l.God;  2.  Jesus  Christ;  3.  The  Holy  Spirit;  4.  Man; 
5.  Salvation;  6.  Church;  7.  Angels;  8.  Final  Things.  Each  of 
these  subjects  will  be  considered  in  their  various  phases  and 
relations  from  purely  Biblical  standpoint. 

5.  Honiiletics.  The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  give  the 
student  the  ability  to  make  logical  expositions  of  scripture  and 
to  prepare  him  for  the  actual  work  of  teaching  and  preaching. 
A  text-book  will  be  used;  but  the  larger  part  of  the  work  will 
consist  of  actual  work,  making  expositions  of  scripture  and 
presenting  the  work  to  the  class,  where  helpful,  kindly  criti- 
cism may  be  received. 


CATALOGUE  NUMBER 

6.  Bible  History.  The  aim  of  the  Bible  History  work  is 
to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  events  of  both  testaments  and 
the  period  intervening. 

7.  Church  History.  This  course  will  cover  the  complete 
history  of  the  Christian  Church  from  the  times  of  the  apostles 
to    the    present. 

8.  Biblical  Theology.  This  course  will  have  as  its  purpose 
the  exhibiting  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible  according  to  their 
progressive  revelation. 

9.  Personal  Work.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train 
workers  for  the  effective  dealing  with  individuals  both  in  lead- 
ing them  to,  and  building  them  up  in  Christ.  Special  effort  will 
be  made  to  keep  this  work  within  the  realm  of  the  practical. 

10.  Christian  Evidences.  This  course  has  for  its  task  the 
setting  forth  of  the  superiority  of  the  Christian  Religion  over 
all    false   system. 

11.  Bible  Geography.  This  course  is  to  give  the  student  a 
knowledge  of  the  lands  in  which  the  events  of  the  Bible  took 
place.  It  will  deal  with  the  lands  and  its  peoples,  with  their 
habits  and  customs. 

12.  Christian  Ethics.  This  course  will  deal  with  the  Bible 
principles  and  doctrines  as  applied  to  Christian  conduct  in  the 
various  positions  in  life. 

13.  For  Greek,  Psychology  and  Music,  see  respective 
departments. 

14.  Sunday  School  Teacher  Training.  The  work  done  in 
this  course  of  study  is  such  as  to  acquaint  the  student  with 
the  peculiar  needs  of  the  various  classes  of  Sunday  School 
scholars  and  the  most  helpful  methods  of  supplying  those  needs. 

COURSES   OFFERED 
1.      Two  Year  Course. 

This  course  is  arranged  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  Bible 
students  who  desire  not  to  enter  into  a  study  of  the  original 
languages  or  whose  literary  attainments  are  such  as  to  prohibit 
them  from  graduating  from  the  more  extended  course.

SPECIAL   BIBLE   TERM 

On  January  3  1,  1912,  the  Special  Annual  Bible  Term  will 
open  and  continue  two  weeks.  This  short  time  of  special  study 
and  effort  will  be  found  to  be  a  most  helpful  source  of  inspira- 
tion, instruction  and  consecration. 

No  one  who  wishes  more  power  for  Christ  and  souls  can 
afford  to   miss  this  opportunity. 

The  work  will  cover  subjects  of  doctrine,  general  Bible 
knowledge  and  methods  of  carrying  on  Christian  work.  The 
teaching  will  be  sound  and  practical,  spirited  and  comprehens- 
ive. A  special  circular  announcing  the  teachers  and  topics  of 
study,  with  general  and  detailed  information,  will  be  published 
in  due  time  before  the  term  opens.  Be  sure  to  ask  for  special 
announcement.  Arrangements  have  been  completed  to  have 
Elder  Galen  B.  Royer  of  Elgin,  111.,  General  Field  Secretary  of 
the  Missions  of  the  Church,  to  be  present  from  the  beginning 
to  the  close  of  the  term. 
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Expression 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Expression  Course  is  to  develop 
the  characters  of  young  men  and  women  to  help  them  realize 
their  possibilities,  to  teach  them  how  to  overcome  hindrances, and 
how  to  be  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number.  Our 
method  of  instruction  is  based  on  psychological  principles,  me- 
chanical methods  being  adopted  only  in  cases  of  extreme  diffi- 
culty. Through  the  use  of  literature  the  student  is  taught  to 
interpret  the  thought,  to  think  the  thought  true  to  the  literature 
and  himself  and  express  these  thoughts  and  emotions  through 
his  own  individuality.  The  result  is  breadth  of  thought,  clear- 
ness of  vision,   depth  of  feeling,   and   distinctive  individuality. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

True  education  is  that  which  uniformly  develops  body, 
mind  and  soul.  A  sound  mind  can  dwell  only  in  a  healthy 
body.  Browning  says:  "To  propose  this  test,  Thy  body  at  its 
best,   How  far   can   that  project  thy  soul   on   its  lone  way." 

It  is  the  aim  of  Physical  Culture  to  develop  the  pupils  to 
form  such  habits  of  life  as  will  give  the  best  physical  founda- 
tion for  intellectual  and  expressional  development.  One  lesson 
per  week  will  be  required  from  each  student. 

BODILY  EXPRESSION 

The  body  is  the  only  medium  through  which  we  can  express 
the  soul.  The  aim  of  Bodily  Expression  is  to  free  the  body,  that 
every  thought  or  emotion  may  be  made  visible.  All  that  one 
individual  can  know  of  another  is  what  the  body  expresses. 
Some  bodies  hide  the  soul,  others  misrepresent  it.  The  whole 
purpose  is  the  training  of  the  different  bodily  agents  to  assist  in 
expressing  it. 

VOICE  CULTURE 

To  the  speaker  or  reader  nothing  is  more  valuable  than  a 
good  voice.  The  object  is  to  strengthen  and  beautify  the  voice, 
to  preserve  its  individuality,  to  free  the  voice  that  it  may 
respond    to    the    various    soul    emotions.

An  orginal  oration  is  required  of  all  students  upon  finishing 
the  Course. 

Students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  Course,  and 
who  have  a  High  School  education  or  its  equivalent,  will  receive 
a  Diploma  of  Graduation. 
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The  Commercial  Department 

Education  in  its  broadest  sense  is  a  training  of  all  the 
powers  of  an  individual,  which  enables  him  to  live,  enjoy  and 
work  to  the  utmost  of  his  capacity.  The  more  education  a  man 
receives,  the  more  can  he  work,  enjoy  and  live.  That  education 
may  be  had  in  the  scholastic  university  or  in  the  School  of 
Hard  Knocks  and  Busy  Days.  But  the  graduate  in  either  of 
these  worthy  institutions  has  need  of  the  peculiarly  helpful 
equipment  our  Commercial  Department  provides.  "No  matter 
what  your  vocation  is,"  says  one  inspiring  writer  for  young- 
people,  "You  must  be  a  business  man,  or  you  will  always  be 
placed   at  a   great  disadvantage   in   the   practical   affairs   of   life." 

We  Americans  are  practical.  Business  is  business,  but  it  is 
business  of  a  constantly  increasing  worth,  dignity  and  scope. 

Buying  and  selling,  borrowing  and  lending,  investing  and 
collecting,  are  transactions  of  business  life  in  which  each  indi- 
vidual of  our  great  country  is  interested  in  a  small  or  large 
degree.  Each  man  must  acquire  in  some  way  a  knowledge  of 
business  procedure.  The  most  satisfactory  and  accurate  method 
of  gaining  such  knowledge  is  in  our  Commercial  Department. 
It   is  time  immeasurably  well   spent. 

The  Commercial  Course  includes  the  following  subjects: 
Bookkeeping  in  all  its  forms,  Commission,  Manufacturing  and 
Banking,  Arithmetic,  Commercial  Law,  Rapid  Calculation,  Letter 
Writing,  Business  Spelling  and  Penmanship.  To  such  a  course 
might  be  added  the  Shorthand  Course,  and  the  two  combined 
fo  rses  give  a  preparation  that  will  fully  meet  every  require- 
ment and  we  strongly  advise  all  who  can  do  so  to  take  the 
"Combined    Course." 

Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  Commercial  Academic 
Course  and  all  students  are  urged  to  select  that  course.  See 
outline  of  academic  courses. 

BOOKKEEPING 

The  objective  method  of  teaching  is  the  moving  principal 
of  modern  education.  The  student  learns  Chemistry  by  labora- 
tory experiments,  surgery  by  performing  operations,  geometry 
and  applied  mathematics  by  inductive  demonstrations.  Our 
actual  business  training  applies  this  objective  and  demonstrative 
method  to  the  bookkeeping  art  and  is  vastly  superior  to  the  old 
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deductive  textbook  copying  plan.  From  the  first  day  the  student 
enters  school,  until  the  course  is  completed,  the  business  tran- 
saction is  made  the  unit  of  his  work.  He  lives  in  a  miniature 
business  world.  Each  transaction  is  personal  to  the  student 
and  is  disposed  of  as  in  any  well  regulated  office.  The  student 
makes  out  and  receives  all  classes  of  Commercial  papers.  He 
has  every  voucher  in  his  business  that  any  business  man  keeps 
on  file.

SHORTHAND 

We  teach  Gregg  Shorhand  for  the  same  reason  that  we 
use  all  the  latest  and  most  up-to-date  textbooks.  We  do  not 
believe  in  adopting  a  thing  simply  because  it  is  new,  neither 
do  we  believe  in  adopting  a  thing  because  it  is  old,  but  we 
do  believe  in  testing  each  fairly  and  impartially  and  then 
selecting  the  best,  and  that  is  why  we  teach  Gregg  Shorthand. 
It  is  the  easiest  system  to  learn,  the  easiest  system  to  write 
and  the  easiest  system  to  read.  It  holds  the  world's  record 
for  speed  and  legibility,  and  is  the  most  popular  and  widely 
used   system   of  the   day. 

The  student  is  required  to  write  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  words  per  minute  in  Shorthand  and  fifty  words  per  minute 
on  the  typewriter.

To  begin  with,  she 
has  a  voice  of  magnificent  tember,  full,  flexible  and  responsive 
to  emotion.  She  began  her  career  in  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity, and  since  graduation  has  toured  as  a  soloist  more  than 
half  of  the  American  states,  singing  for  Universities,  Musical 
Clubs,  and  the  best  Chautauquas.  She  will  spend  six  weeks  in 
concert  work  in   the  east  during  vacation   time  of    1911.
